May be it will turn out to have been inexperience

making some puzzling moves in the area of foreign 
affairs. 

First, Vice. President Walter Mondale discover- 
ed the Berlin Wall. He allowed as how very; few 
walls had been built to keep people in. 

Then, Americans who held out hope that a 
Carter White House would be tough-minded about 
security matters got a jolt when Mondale 
announced in Tokyo that U.S. ground troops would 
definitely be pulled out of South Korea (on a 
timetable to be announced). 
. Japanese Foreign Minister Hatoyama said of 
the move, "If you look at history, it is a fact that 
war occurred once in Korea because of 
withdrawal of U.S. troops there. Hence, our 
anxieties." v» 

NEXT, ANDREW YOUNG*the new Ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, moved to center stage 
with a lot of rhetorical strokes toward the Third 
World. He went on television's "Who's Who" and 
had this fascinating exchange with Dan Rather: 

RATHER: Isn't an armed protracted guerrilla 
warfare (in Southern Africa) already assured - 
with the presence of the Cubans and the Soviet 
Union's influence in that part of the world? • 

YOUNG: No, it's not assured. In fact, there's a 
sense in which the Cubans will bring a certain

YOUNG: You got me there... . 

THEN CAME SECRETARY of State Cyrus 
Vance with his first news conference at which he 
announced resumption of Panama Canal treaty 
talks and the hope that a new treaty would be 
ready by June. Jimmy Carter's campaign words, 
about not giving up actual control of the Canal 
echo only ever-so-faintly these days. 

Vance did come out four-square for human 
rights and announced that the United States would 
speak up resolutely against violations of same. 
This seemed to be an effort to correct the 
confusion over President Carter's and the State, 
Department's rhetorical minuet over the State's 
criticism of the Soviet government for its 
harassment of dissident scientist Andrei Sak- 
harov. But Vance's statement about human rights 
was scarely oufof his mouth when we waffled. 

The Carter Administration will reserve the right 
to speak out "from time to time" on the issue, he 
said. No news there. That's simply standard 
operating procedure. for the liberal intellectual 
establishment already. Knock. Chile and Argen- 
tina for their shortcomings, but take a deep breath 
and turn the other cheek at the Soviet Union's or 
Panama's. 

Can the hew Administration find happiness and 
a consistent foreign policy? Stay tuned.

Jimmy Carter, who not so many weeks ago said 
he would "never" give up ''practical control" of 
the Panama Canal, may now become the principal 
salesman in a nationwide campaign to do just that. 

Treaty negotiations have resumed in Panama, 
with Ellsworth Bunker again representing the 
United States, but this time with. a difference: Sol 
Linowitz, long a supporter of the giveaway idea 
(and once a registered agent for the Marxist 
Allende government of Chile) is at his side' 

AMERICANS HAVE BEEN TELLING pollsters 
they don't favor turning the Canal over to 
Panamanian dictator Omar Torrijos, so the 
"Selling of the Giveaway" is going to have to be 
very persuasive if the Carter Administration is to 
succeed in turning public opinion around. 

What will the scenario be? The Administration 
isn't saying, of course, but it could play out 
something like this: 

As negotiations continue, the State Department 
will send spokesmen around the country to 
address World Affairs Councils and get as much 
publicity as possible. Their probable line will be 
that all Latin* America will be up in arms if we 
don't conclude a treaty soon; that Torrijos will no 
longer be able to keep extremists from sabotaging 
the Canal; that the waterway is almost impossible 
to defend and that its commercial significance is 
declining, anyhow. 

No matter that each of these arguments is thin. 
The State Department spokesman will give them 
again and again, keeping in mind that old 
advertising maxim, "repetition makes reputa- 
tion." 

LEFT TO ITS OWN devices, however, the State 
Department would consider this speakers' bureau 
effort the' beginning and end of a "marketing" 
program. But, the White House may have much 
bigger plans. . ' 

Look for cabinet members to begin speaking 
favorably of the need for concluding a treaty (i.e., 
turning the Canal over to Torrijos) and, 
minimizing, the importance of the Canal to U.S. 
security and commerce. 

Don't look for Pentagon opposition, despite the 
silent worries of a number of its leaders. The 
Defense Department has long since run up the 
white flag, having lost the battle to Henry 
Kissinger last year." 

The State Department and White House are 
going to make sure it keeps its place, too. In fact, 
the President's new national security adviser for 
Latin American affairs is a Linowitz protege, 
Robert Pastor. 

FOR THE CLIMAX of the sales program, look 
for Mr. Carter to slip into his cardigan, settle into 
a comfortable chair by the fire, look us in the eye 
and tell us that every thing is going to be just fine if 
only we'll trust him and support his new treaty.
